HONOLULU—(/T)—Amclin Earhart's 


round-the-world plane skidded and 
crashed Saturday while she wa.s at- 
tempting to take off for Rowland Isl- 
and on her world flight but she and 
her two men companions escaped in- 
jury. 


The huge plane skidded on the wet 


concrete runway and the left tire 
blew out, wrecking the undercarriage. 


There was a burst of flame from the 


cngujje and ambulances raced to the 
sceoe; They arrived to find Miss Ear- 
hart, white faced, climbing from the 
wrecked ship.

To assure a daytime landing at un- 


lighted Rowland island, Miss Earhnrt 
decided late Friday to (leave about 1 
a. m. Saturday (5:30 a. m. C. S. T.) if 
the weather is favorable. 


Wilbur Thomas, motor expert, said 


an examination disclosed the propeller 
bearings were almost dry when she 
reached Honolulu Thursday at the 
finish of a record flight from Oakland. 
He said the condition might have forc- 
ed Miss Earhart down at sea had she 
taken off for Rowland island, 1,532 
miles southwest, never before covered 
by an airplane. 


The expert, who came here especially 


to check the plane's motors, said im- 
proper lubricants at Oakland, starting 
point of the flight, caused the danger- 
ous situation. 


Naval Ships Stand By 


Rowland is* a sandbar scarcely two 


miles long and half a mile wide. It 
stands only three or four feet above 
SMI level at high tide. Two hundred 
miles out of Honolulu, the Coast 
Guard cutter Taney .stood by, read 
to give directions, weather reports 
and any other necessary aid. 


At about the halfway point, was the 


navy minesweeper Quail, also ready 
for similar duty, and at the little island 
waited the Coast Guard cutter Sho- 
shone. 


Stars to Be Guide 


Miss Earhart will leave at night to 


have the stars as navigation aids. In 
daylight they would have only the 
sun, 
which might bo obscured by 


clouds. They expected to reach the 
tiny spot in 10 to 12 hours.

Rowland assumed a place of import- 
ance a few months ago when the gov- 
ernment began developing a landing 
field on it, as a possible stepping stone 
in an air route to the Anti|xule.s.

The Accident 


Descending a hill just south'of Lane- 


burg tho first school bug met a mov- 
ing truck loaded with wooden bolts. 


The bus and truck side-swiped each 
other. 


The truck, deflected from its course 


by the collision, then met the second 
school bus head-on. 


All three machines were demolish- 


ed. The first school bus had its left 
side 
stripped 
off, destroying 
the 


lengthwise seat on that side and ex- 
posing the interior of the bus for its 
entire length.

The second bus ,and the tie truck, 


had their front ends smashed. 


Heavy wooden bolts, weighing 200 


pounds each were catapulted from the 
truck by the impact and riddled the 
wooden sides of the school buses like 
so many bullets. 


How a score of people missed in- 


stant death remained a mystery Sat- 
urday, for the light wooden bodies of 
the school machines were literally 
crushed by the combined effect of the 
collision and the flying timbers from 
the wood-hauler. 


The school buses were driven by 


Wendell Purtle and Edward Miller. 


The tie truck driver was Marvin 


Wicker, son of Ben Wicker of Cale. 


None of the three drivers was hurt, 


except for a slight foot injury for 
Purtle. 


Truck Driver Wicker had a miracu- 


ous escape, the heavy timbers behind 
him rising like hail, leaping over his 
nead, destroying Uie front end of his 
machine, and catapulting into tho 
school buses.

persons with typhoid. He studies the

> symptoms of the patient and makes 


careful examinations of the blood. 


A blood test for typhoid fever, known 


as the Widal test, is quite specific for 
typhoid fever, and most health depart- 


ments are prepared to perform it.. 


The doctor pays careful attention 


to hemorrhage for perforation of the 
bowels, and watches the patient's heart 
carefully to make certain it is not 
damaged in any way by the disease. 


The typhoid patient is, of course, put 


to bet once and kept there while 
there is fever, and for a few days aft- 
erward, so that the heart and other 
tissues of the body may not be dam- 
aged. 


Once it wsa customary to give a very 


limited amount of food to the typhoid 
sufferer. Nowadays it is recognized 
that a liberal diet is necessary to sup- 
port the tissues of the body and to 
keep them from breaking down. The 
quantity of food given, of course, de- 
pends .upon the amount of damage- 
done the body and the severity of the 
disease. 


In summer the room of a typhoid 


victim should always be screened in, 
to keep out flies. Because the patient 
is likely to remain long in bed, he 
should have a firm mattress. His bed 
linens should be cleaned whenever 
they are soiled. His back and buttocks 
must be kept clean to prevent secon- 
dary infection. [Alcohol rubs help 
control skin infection and increase 
comfort of the patient. It is import- 
ant to see that his mouth is kept clean, 
and, perhaps, rinsed with a pleasant 
tasting solution each time .that food is 
taken-

No drugs are of special virtue in the 


treatment of typhoid fever. It is cus- 
tomary, however, to use remedies to 
control symptoms as they develop. If 
there is severe diarrhea, for example, 
it may be necessary to use suitable 
drugs to bring this under control; or, 
for constipation, mineral oil or an 
enema may be needed to control this 
bowel condition.

MADRID.—(/I1)—Buenavcnture Dur- 


ruti's body lies a-moulding in its prave, 
but his soul goes niraching on.

civil strife: 


Born July 14. 1896. Buenaventura 


was such a kindly boy that one play- 
mate tells of seeing him take- off his 
shoes to avoid trampling on ants. He 
disliked rough games, 'tis said, lest he 
hurt his comrades. But he grew into 
a man "powerful of hotly us if hewn," 
thought Emma Goldman, "from the 
rocks of Montserrat."

*.What exactly makes some children 
sorry for themselves and others al- 
most impervious to hard luck? 


There is a point somewhere in early 


childhood where it starts, maybe in 
the cradle, perhaps in the first year, 
or again, not until later. 


Such a child needs all the help we 


can give him, but not open sympathy 
and: not scolding. It is emotional habit, 
this crying of his. 


The case of one child comes to mind. 


This litttle fellow was unconscious of 
"self," almost absolutely, until he was 
well past two. He could fairly knock 
his brains out by a hard bump, or skin 
his knees cruelly by a fall, then look 
up and grin and say, "I hurt myself." 
That was ail. In two minutes it was 
forgotten.

Infant Undergoes Change 


This might be laid to age, because

This wil 
help him to master control. At this 
time any crisis that may cause trouble 
fhould be avoided. He should have 
his time fairly well filled with busy 
interests. The longer he goes with- 
out overflows, the more chance there 
is of discouraging the habit. Have 
fun in Hie family.

"Mortgage Your Henri," by Sophus 


Keith Winther (Macmillnn: $2.50), is 
the second volume of what is nppnr- 
ently a trilogy dealing with the for- 
tunes of Peter and Meta Grimsen, 
Danish immigrants, and their six sons. 
It i;; Bood, solid novel, sensitively and 
honestly written, but it is not, in my 
estimation, so good as the first volume, 
"Take All to Nebraska," which ap- 
peared a season or two ago.

ence is that the earlier book had as its 
principal character a farm, the land 
itself, and dealt with the Grimsen 
family only in its relationship to the 
demanding qruelty and occasional 
beneficence of it.s master, the soil.

LITTLE ROCK.—(#)—The' 1937 leg- 


islature -produced more laws affecting 
lawyers than measures relating to any 
other one .group or profession. 


Over two score bills were passed 


providing fpr changes in the conduct 
of courts, compensation of attorneys, 
trial of actions and rights of litigants. 


But efforts to regulate the attorneys 


themselves, through creation of an in- 
tegrated'gar, failed in three separate 
attempts. Likewise defeat met a bill 
intended to curb what legislators de- 
scribed as the "Damage Suit Racket." 


Integrated Bar Bill Loses 


The original integrated 
bar bill, 


drafted and. sponsored by the Ark- 
ansas Bar Association, was first rid- 
dled by amendments then voted down 
in'the-senate, where 23 of the 35,mem- 
bers were attorneys. The same hotfse 
later twice defeated a substitute bill 
which would have placed the bar un- 
der control and supervision of the su- 
preme court. A third bill, substituting 
for the first tw6. was withdrawn with- 
out ever b'ejng called for consideration. 


The Livingston bill, proposing to re- 


strict actions for personal injury or 
death to one of two counties. Home of 
the injured, party or scene of the ac- 
cident slid through the senate by a 
narrow margin only to be tabled in the 
house on the closing day of the ses- 
sion. Under present law( a .damage 
suit can be instituted in any county 
in which service can be had upon the 
defendant. 


These actions left the Shaver-Dillon 


act, fixing the salaries of prosecuting 
attorneys, as the Number Attorney 
Law of the year. Under its provisions 
the state will pay full salaries of the 
prosecutors—more than $80,000 annual- 
ly—relieving the various counties of 
a heavy financial burden. During re- 
cent years, when county funds fre- 
quently failed to last 12 months, the 
prosecutors had difficulty in collect- 
ing their pay. 


Deputy prosecutors will be paid, un- 


der terms of another bill, the fees they 
earn in handling misdemeanor cases 
in.the circuit and inferior courts of 
the state. 


The legislature also remedied a 1935 


mistake and provided once again for 
the regular election of chancellors to 
six-year terms. The law providing 
for such elections was inadvertently 
repealed two years ago. 
Indicating ah increase in 'court work, 
the legislature provided . stenograph- 
ers o neporters for nine districts 
whcih previously were not so served. 


New Divorce Ground 


Circuit courts will remain constant- 


ly in session under another new law 
and chancery courts will be in session 
at iill times for consideration of mat- 
ters affecting domestic relations. In 
this latter connection, the assembly 
added a new ground for divorce to 
the Arkansas category. Hereafter, eith- 
er spouse may obtain a divorce upon 
proof that he or she has been separ- 
ated from the other spouse for three 
years, '.thus 
a 
mutual 
separation 


agreement could end in complete sev- 
erance of marital relationship with- 
out either party having to charge the 
other with mistreatment or moral tur- 
pitude. 


Under another new law, hasbancl 


and wife may testify for each other 
in civil actions for the first time. 


Many other laws were added to the 


statute books for the purpose of sim- 
plifying acknowledgments, straighten- 
ing out old records, speeding action on 
property litigations and altering oth- 
er teclmical legal processes of little 
import to the average layman.

inal laws to make theft of farm fowls 
a felony, treble the penalty for tim- 
ber theft, prohibit alteration of the 
appearance of livestock, make kidnap-

New Law Digest 


One of the biggest legal improve- 


ments arranged for by'the legislature 
is publication of a new digest of the 
state's statutes, uncodified since T. D. 
Cra%vford and Hamilton Moses pub- 
lished their official digest in 1920. 


The new publication will be known 


as "Pope's Digest" in honor of its 
digester, Walter Pope, former attor- 
ney general and now special attorney 
for the unemployment compensation 
division of the state labor department 
It will include all 1937 statutes. .The 
legislature appropriated $60,000 for its 
publication but also authorized con- 
sideration of bids from law book com- 
panies. These companies would pub- 
lish the digest without cost to the 
state for the privilege of handling its 
retail sales.
